In my class at Har- 
vard, we are giving (he men work out- 
llacd In the report of the Tommlttee of 
Ten for the grammar scl-oola. It IB not 
taught In the lower schools, so It Is all 
new to them. Weatber mapa can be 
procured free at the Weather Bureau in 
Washington. Let tbe children make 
mapa for themselves too. Give them 
blank maps and tbe temperature, etc , of 
the day and let them fill them ont

An6ther Prominent Citizen of Ban- 


tRor Passed Away. 


Ihe announcement of Ihe death of p 


M Howard, E«q , which occurred at the 
Penobscot Exchange Friday night al 
about 11 o'clock, will be received wlih 
sorrow by a large portion of the com- 
munity of which the deceased was a weli 
known and highly respected member 
\V bile not unexpected his death Is none 
the less a source of grief to all of Mr 
Howard's many friends 


About a week ago Mr. Howard took a 


severe cold while adjusting a fire loss. 
He was confined to his rooms at tbe Pe- 
nobscot Exchange and received medical 
attention, but an Sunday last feeling 
much better, he left his re ODD and took 
bis dinner with tbe other guests in tbe 
dining room 


The result of this exertion before be 


was able to bear It was a relapse and be 
wos taken down with pleuro-pnenmonia 
It was not, however, until Wednesday 
that his condition became critical. Since 
then he hud been steadily falling and he 
passed away latt nlgbt as previously 
s aled. 


Mr Howard was born in New Glouces- 


ter on March 5, 1816, and was conse- 
quently 79 years and 9 months of age 
He came to Qangor In the thirties and in 
Ills early manhood was a clerk on 
steamer which was on the route between 
Portland and Boston. He afterwards 
became cashier of the Noromnega Bunk 
In this city and after a term of years In 
that position went Into the grocery busi- 
ness with Beniamln Wiggln.
